This particularly interesting little species has no immediate ally in 
the genus, so far as its pattern of ornamental painting is concerned, 
if we except M. picturata, Nevill, from Mauritius. That, however, is 
a smaller shell still. The neatly arranged spiral zones and dotting, 
producing a fanciful resemblance to layers of masonry, suggested the 
trivial name.
